The action of the Lottery company, 
through Mr. Morris, in refusing an ex- 
tension 
of its charter offered by an 
amendment of the Constitution of the 
State ol Louisiana, is due to the fact 
that the anti lottery postal law, passed 
by Congress in 1890, and declared to 
be constitutional by the United States 
Court, last week, has rendered 
it]im- 
possible for the company to carry on 
its business and pay the State an an- 
nual license of $1,250,000 with profits, 
now that it is shut out of the mail. 


From the moment the law was pass- 
ed the business of the company began 
to shrink. 
The first month it shrunk 
to nine-twentieths of the tickets, or 45 
per cent. 
The company tested various 
schemes for getting around the law, 
and did a great deal of business thro' 
the express companies, but it was far 
more expensive and not nearly as sat- 
isfactory as the mails, and the propor- 
tion of tickets sold steadily decreased 
to four-tenths, or 20 per cent, of the 
total number issued. 


The working expenses of the com; 
pany did not decrease correspondingly, 
and the profit left. 
It was impossible 
under these circumstances to pay 
the 
State of Louisiana an annual license ot 
$1,250,000, and carry on the business 
w th any chance of profit. 


The company had been paying div- 
idends as high as 180 per cent., but the 
last one was only forty per cent. 
At 
the time the company appealed to the 
Louisiana Legislature for an extension 
of its charier, the latter had still four 
full years to run, to 1895, was enjoy- 
ing an income of between $3,500,000 
and 
000,000 a year, which it was 
increasing at the rate of 10 per cent, 
annually. 


T h e company therefore, but for the 
interference of Congress and the pas- 
sage of the anti-lottery postal law stood 
to make between ^16,000,000 and $20,- 
000,000 during the remainder 
of its 
charter. 
The demand for the exten- 
sion of that charter, the arousal of the 
anti-lottery 
sentiment, 
the 
petticoat 
campaign in Louisiana, and the passage 
by Congress of the anti lottery postal 
law has hurt the company to that large 
amount, and 
made 
it impossible 
to 
carry on the business.

missing. 
Only 
five 
bodies 
have been taken from the ruins, and 
four other persons, two men and two 
women, jumped from the burning build- 
ing and were dashed to pieces on the 
ground below. 


The fire broke out shortly after 3 
o'clock. 
The janitor was at work in 
the basement when 
he was suddenly 
startled by the fiashing up of 
flames, 
which ran rapidly up the elevator shaft. 
He rushed at once to the street 
and 
told a policeman to send in an alarm. 
Then he ran back to the burning build- 
ing to alarm the guests. 
He was too 
late. 
The flames, rushing up the ele- 
vator shaft found excellent food in the 
dry and rotten limbers ot the old build- 
ing. 


Three alarms were sent in, and the 
streets and 
avenues were ^oon 
filled 
with fire engines and trucks. 
A crowd 
of 
several 
thousand 
people 
quickly 
gatheied, and Police Captain 
Reilly, 
with 200 policemen under his chArge, 
had all they could do to control the 
excited throng. 
The thousands in the 
streets witnessed most horrible sights. 


The windows were filled with people 
in their night clothing, making piteous 
appeals for help, while behind them 
was a sea ol 
flames. 
The firemen did 
wonderful work in their effuris to res- 
cue 
these people by 
carrying 
them 
down the ladders, for entrance or exit 
to the building by the stairway was en- 
tirely cut off. 
How many were killed 
will not be known until every foot of 
the 
debris 
has 
been 
removed 
and 
searched. 
The walls, flooring and roof 
collapsed within an hour alter the dis- 
covery of the fire, burying many of the 
inmates. 


The Hotel Royal was built 
more 
than 
twenty five years ago. 
It 
was 
formerly kept by Messrs. I^eris & Cut- 
ler, but Mr. Meares leased it thirteen 
years ago. 
The house was the home 
of many persons in the theatrical pro 
tession and was patronized chiefly by 
transients tor a nignt. 
Many families 
made 
it, however, 
their 
permanent 
place of residence. 
The elaborate res- 
taurant was liberally patronized by the 
class of people who kept late hours, in 
the upper portion of tenderloin district. 


The loss on the hotel and furniture 
is estimated at $250,000. 
No 
cause 
can be assigned for the 
fire. 
It broke 
out in the kitchen probably from a de- 
fective flue or range.
